To the inhabitants of the Town of Plainfield, qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, 
Plainfield, in said town on the second Tuesday of March 
next at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman for 
three years, Treasurer, Tax Collector, one or more High- 
way Agents, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, 
two Library Trustees for three years and all other neces- 
sary town officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to pay outstanding notes and interest. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to pay all other necessary town expenses for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the support of Town poor. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
the amount of money required by law to secure State Aid 
on Class 5 highways plus any additional amounts neces- 
sary. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid for construction of the Class 2 road known as the 
Plainfield-Meriden Stage road, and raise for said purpose 
the sum of $1,161.00. The State will contribute $2,322.00. 
Or to accept State Aid for construction of Class 5 roads 
and raise the sum of $852.04 and the State will contribute 
$3,408.15. 
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Article 7. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise to assist citizens of Plainfield for a ward 
bed as needed in the Mary Hitchcock Hospital, Claremont 
Hospital, or both, also to appoint a committee or make 
resolutions regarding the same. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Memorial Day. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise for Snow removal. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $400.00, to assist in the control of White 
Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum equal to not more than one one hun- 
dredth of one percent (1/100 of 1%) of the assessed val- 
uation based upon assessment of 1940 for the purpose of 
advertising the attractions and resources of the town, in 
connection with other towns in the Dartmouth-Lake Sun- 
apee Region. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
state tax commission to have an audit made by the divis- 
ion of municipal accounting and to make an appropria- 
tion to cover the expense of such audit. 


Article 13. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to the purchase of a site for a public dump, and 
raise any money required for same. 


Article 14. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to the purchase or rental of snow removal equip- 
ment and raise any money required for same. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept from 
Norman Wilder the gift of a parcel of land adjoining the 
Plain Cemetery for Cemetery purposes and raise the sum 
of $250.00 to pay for moving fence, repairing and paint- 
ing same. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $200.00 to repair the bridge near Daniel West- 
gates. 
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Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $200.00 to repair the bridge near Asa Walkers. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to paint the East end of the Plainfield Town 
Hall. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate ac- 
quired by the Town through tax collector’s Deeds. This 
action to continue until revoked. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to be 
paid on or before one year pursuant to the laws of 1917. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to allow a dis- 
count of 2% on all 1941 Property taxes, paid on or before 
July 10. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to dispense 
with delivering inventory blanks until the time of taking 
inventory. This action to continue until revoked. 


Article 23. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to the reports of the Town Officers. 


Article 24. To transact any other business that may 
legally and properly come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


I am pleased to submit herewith my eighth annual re- 
port on the activities of the Plainfield schools. This is the 
twenty-second in a series of such reports. 


Teacher Changes 


We are fortunate this year in having but one teacher 
change. This is at the East Plainfield school where Mrs. 
Thalia Drew, a teacher of considerable experience and 
ability, is employed. All of the other teachers are as here- 
tofore, and doing a grade of work which indicates an 
interest in both group and individual welfare. 


Transportation 


Transportation to the Plainfield schools is costing 
slightly more than last year, but this is due largely to the 
necessity for rearranging transportation routes and the 
increased demand by the motor vehicle department for 
safer and more convenient transportation. I am sure that 
none of us would wish to have transportation any less 
safe, so we shall all cooperate to the fullest in this matter. 


School Buildings 


Some minor repairs were made at the East Plainfield, 
the Brook School, and the Plain school during the sum- 
mer. The East Plainfield school underwent repairs on the 
fence, the woodshed, toilets, flag pole, etc. At the Brook 
school general patching was done. The slate blackboards 
were removed from the old Meriden school and installed 
in the Plainfield Plain building, which makes considerable 
improvement there. 
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The Plain school rooms and the corridor should be re- 
decorated during the summer months. At the East Plain- 
field and Brook schools, the School Board and I are 
agreed on recommending that septic toilets be installed in 
each building. This will make for a more sanitary condi- 
tion for the pupils. It will probably necessitate a small 
special appropriation by the district, but if the schools 
are to be maintained, the children of these schools should 
have the same opportunities, as near as possible, as in our 
two room buildings. 


Prizes and Awards 


The prizes awarded the eight-grade pupils by H. E. 
Ward for essays on Patriotic Subjects were awarded by 
the judges as follows:

Mr. Ward also donated some money for Christmas for 
the children which was very much appreciated by both 
teachers and pupils. 


Budget 


The budget for last year runs about the same as pre- 
vious years. Our share of State Aid for the past year was 
in the vicinity of $4,700.00 and we anticipate more for 
the coming year. You will note from the financial report 
that the debt now remaining on account of the new Meri- 
den School building is $1,566.00, an unusually small debt, 
two years after a new building has been erected. This is 
due to the Federal Aid and the surplus we had from pre- 
vious years. The high school tuition charges are fairly 
steady and incline slightly upward. 
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Health Work 


A short report of the work of Mrs. Hasham, the school 
nurse will be found in another place. This is chiefly a sta- 
tistical report and does not take into account in any large 
way the many personal contacts that Mrs. Hasham has 
made with families and with clinics in reference to our 
children. We all regret that she was ill a month or two 
last fall. The Lebanon School nurse has been available on 
call, and has visited most of the schools.

She has had the 
cooperation of the N. H. Children’s Aid Society, State 
Public Welfare, Sight Saving Division, Local organiza- 
tions, Town Officials, teachers and parents. 


I appreciate the kindness of those who have assisted 
in the school health program.

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Conclusion 


I realize that this report has dealt. chiefly of material 
things and, but a very little about educational work as 
such. We can do much better work in our schools when 
good material and equipment are there. The teachers are 
as well prepared for their respective schools as are most 
of the teachers in the state, and I am sure that they have 
as great an individual interest in our pupils as teachers 
have anywhere. Through State Aid assistance we are able 
to furnish all the books and supplies that are needed. 


Application has been made by each teacher for Surplus 
Commodities which have been distributed free of charge 
by the Federal Government. Most of the schools have re- 
ceived an allottment of fruit of various kinds which can 
be used without cooking. Should any organization in the 
town wish to work on a worthy project, I suggest equip- 
ment for noon luncheons in the various schools as one 
worthy objective. 


Please allow me to express my very great appreciation 
of the cooperation of those who transport the children to 
schools, the teachers, pupils and parents, and especially 
the members of the school board who give of their time 
freely to consider the problems confronting us.
